IT’S WEEKLY DINNER TONIGHT 


A Program In Keeping With the 0 < - 
cassion Has Been Prepared 
Fine Tiime Expected 


With the announcement of a birth­ 


day gift of a renewed pledge of serv­ 


ice to the community, to the business 


and social life as well as to civil bet­ 
terment generally, tile Rotary Club of 
this city 
will tonight celebrate the 
Seventeenth anniversary of the organ­ 
ization of the first Rotary Club in tile 
world. 
Rotary ramie into being in Chicago, 
February 2.!, 1905, with a group of 
lour men 
one a coal dealer, one a 
milling operator, one a m erchant tail­ 
or, and the fourth an attorney. 
The 
attorney, 
Paul 
I’. 
Harris, first, a d ­ 
vanced the idea of forming a club dif­ 
ferent from any club then known, and 
to him belongs the credit for s ta rt­ 
ing the great Rotary movement. 
At this meeting of the four, when 
decision was made to organize a club 
if. was also decided to invite to mem­ 
bership just one man from each dif­ 
ferent business or professional cull­ 
ing. 
A printer, a real estate man, an 
insurance man, and a bunker were 
the next four admitted. 
"Rotary” was chosen as the name 
of the new club because the members 
met 
in "rotation” at their place of 
business. 
"Rotation 
Club” 
seemed 
somewhat inapt so they adopted the 
shorter form "Rotary Club.” 
The Chicago Club continued to in­ 
crease in membership. 
Iii 1908- three 
years after the first meeting- the sec­ 
ond 
Rotary club 
was organized in 
San Francisco. 
Oilier clubs followed 
on tin- 
Pacific ( ’oast 
and then the 
movement spread to the East and then 
to the South until sixteen clubs had 
bern organized by the end of 1910. 
It was iii Ll»10 tlint the first conven­ 
tion was held in Chicago and the ".Na­ 
tional Association” formed. 
At this 
convention Chesley 
IL 
Perry 
was 
elected secretary and lie continues to 
hold this office at the present time. 
Rotary emerged from ii national o r­ 
ganization to im international organi­ 
zation two years later a t the Duluth 
convention. 
A short time previous to 
this convention a club had been o r ­ 
ganized iit Winnipeg. Canada, and d u r ­ 
ing the convention a cablegram was 
received from tile Rotary Club of Eon 
don. England, asking for a charter. 
Rotary had thus quickly evolved from 
one club in 1905 to an international 
organization in 1912. 
Since 1912 the 
organization 
has 
grown even more rapidly than during 
the first seven years. Today there are 


more than one thousand Rotary Clubs 
in the world. 
Although the greater 
number are in the 
United 
States, 
where the movement originated, there 
are now Rotary Club1 in Canada, New 
foundland, Great Britain, and Ireland, 
Cuba, South America, the Republic of 
Panama, China, India, Australia and 
New Zealand. 
This growth seems all 
the more remarkable when we real­ 
ize that the organization has never 
ut. any time employed paid organizers. 
And in addition, extreme care has al­ 
ways been exercised iii surveying ci­ 
ties and towns applying for m em ber­ 
ship to make sure that such com m un­ 
ities are ready for a Rotary Club and 
arc of sufficient size from which to 
secure a membership of representa­ 
tive men and still have the member­ 
ship restricted to one man from each 
business or profession.

There is so much twaddle those days 
about the low prices of farm products 
being due to a lack of foreign markets 
that it is positively refreshing to read 
the dry statistics in the report 
re­ 
cently issued by the Department of 
Commerce upon lite exports of bread­ 
stuffs, etc., for the calendar year 1921. 
This report simply knocks such silly 
argument into smithereens, and also 
puts a quietus 
on 
the 
propaganda 
which has been so noticeable recently 
to the effect that the American farm­ 
ers’ hope of regaining prosperity de­ 
pends upon his aligning himself with 
that group of international bankers, 
free traders. Wilson League Democrats 
and importers who persistently insist 
that we cannot sell abroad unless we 
permit a 
flood of foreign goods to 
swamp the American market. 
Tt is shown by the official report 
of tile Department of Commerce that 
the American farmers exported 279,- 
943,GDI bushels of wheat last year — 
HO millions more than in 1920, twice as 
much as in 1919, five times as much 
as the five-year average for 1909-12. 
inclusive, more than in any previous 
year (with one exception) in the his­ 
tory of American agriculture. 
They also exported 129,054.HOH b u s h ­ 
els of corn last year against only 22 
millions in 1920 and 22 millions in 
1919, and an average of only 41.409,000 
for the five-year period of 1909-12 in­ 
clusive. 
To sum 
up. 
the total 
exports of 
American 
grain 
products 
(including 
wheat, corn, rice, rye, barley and oats) 
for the year 1921 were far above the 
average of any five-year peace period 
in the history of American agricul­ 
ture. 
The American farmers undoubt­ 
edly had their foreign markets to an 
unprecedented degree in 1921. 
Th reason prices were low was b e ­ 
cause our home market in 1921 was 
poorer than for many 
years. 
Last 
year several million American labor­ 
ers were out of w ork—perhaps 1,500.- 
000 or more are unemployed at the 
present time. 
They could 
not 
buy 
the American farmer ’ products as in 
previous years. 
The American workingman is the 
American farmer’s hest customer. 
It 
is 
therefore to Hie interest 
of the 
American farm r to have the American 
factories all running and the Ameri­ 
can workingmen all employed 
which 
certainly cannot 1 
done if cheaply 
made foreign goods are permitted to 
flood American markets. 
The Ameri­ 
can farmer should give serious thought 
to protecting the American working­ 
man- his best customer 
by a protec­ 
tive tariff upon imported goods.

The present Congress has demon­ 
strated to all fairmlnded people that it 
is decidedly in earnest in its efforts 
to reduce the expenses of the govern­ 
ment. 
One of Hie hest evidencs of 
it is the fact that it promptly enacted 
the budget law, under which all meth­ 
ods of economy inaugurated by the 
executive departments is 
made 
pos­ 
sible. 
It has. Indeed, cooperated with 
the executives in every particular in 
an effort to reduce the operating e x ­ 
penses of the governmnet to the low­ 
est possible figure. 
Acting in accordance with the bud­ 
get law, estimates for the executive 
departments were submitted 
to 
the 
Congress in 12 different bills. 
Four 
of these hills have been acted upon 
by the House of Representatives, and 
the appropriations asked reduced by 
$53,000,000. 
Eight more estimates re­ 
main for the consideration 
of 
the 
House, and it is said bv those in a 
position to k now that the reductions 
on some budgets yet to be considered 
will he greater than upon any of the 
fou” already acted upon. 
This action of the House is consist­ 
ent with its record during the special 
session, at which time it made reduc­ 
tions in estimates submitted by va ­ 
rious executive departments in an ag­ 
gregate of about $200,000,000.

The cost of raising spring wheat 
can never he determined unless a cost 
system 
of accounting can he 
intro­ 
duced.

There are a great 
many 
reasons 
why w heat may not germinate, either 
from 
dampness, 
from 
mold, 
from 
disease, from being bin burnt, etc., 
and yet there are very few fanners 
who take the precautions to count out. 
IOO seeds from various parts of their 
seed slock and test them for germi­ 
nation. 
It; is a very simple thing to do: 
Take an ordinary 
plate or saucer, 
fold in a piece of cloth or ordinary 
blotting paper; 
wet thoroughly and 
keep damp for seven or eight days 
and note the germination and growth 
of the IOO kernels. 
This will give you 
the percentage. 
Wheat that merely 
sprouts, within six or seven days and 
does not throw out strong shoot and 
root, should put you on your guard. 
The chances are that something has 
impaired 
the 
germination 
and 
you 
should not sow such wheat. 
If you 
don’t I est for germination, you may 
sacrifice all your profit. 
If you de­ 
sire to have your seed wheat tested 
for you, send a sample to the Seed 
Laboratory at your Agricultural Col­ 
lege. 
There Is no charge for these 
tests.

Although the testing of seed wheat 
is a very simple process, it Is a good 
Idea for any farmer to send a sample 
to the State Agricultural College Seed 
Laboratory, asking at the sam e time 
regarding the variety and purity of 
the sample. 
There is no charge for this service 
and every farmer ought to know w h a t: 
he is planting and how strong it will J 
grow. 
To receive the greatest benefit from' 
this service, all persons sending In 
samples of seed should plainly mark! 
each separate sample. 
A letter should, 
he mailed at the .rnme time, stating the' 
number 
of samples 
submitted, 
how 
each is marked and the kind of test 
desired— whether for purity, germina­ 
tion, identification or all three. 


A still better way is to enclose an 
ounce or so of each sample in en­ 
velopes and enclose them in a salt 
sack with the letter inside the sack. 
It Is always wise to send in all geed 
samples just as early as possible. The 
rush 
season in 
seed 
testing begins 
about 
January 
lo 
and 
lasts 
until 
March. 


T o decide the variety, its purity and 


its germination, may mean the differ­ 
ence between success and failure in 
your wheat e-op tills year.
